Not to go Into a complete analysts 


of tbe, blood, It Is sufficient to note 
tbat of 1,000 parts, 780.15 U composed 
of water, albumen 06 parts, sodium 
and potassium 8371, coloring matter 
(supplied by tbe red blood corpuscles) 
183, leaving only some 12 parts to be 
composed of fibrin, fat, calcium and 
magnesium, etc. Where there Is seri- 
ous loss of blood a state ot collapse 
sets In because, the normal weight ot 
blood being reduced, the heart's action 
Is diminished, there being less resist- 
ance for that organ to overcome. 


To counteratt the result of shock and 


collapse It Is necessary to stimulate 
the heart by restoring tbe normal 
weight; In other words, to get It to 
work, by giving it something to work 
on. 'As the analysis shows, of 1,000 
parts of blood nearly 800 are composed 
of water and sodium, and therefore a 
plain saline solution makes a good sub- 
stitute. The heart does not know tbe 
difference, and it goes to pumping 
away as usual-as soon as this Imitation 
blood gets In the veins. Tbe sf line so- 
lution serves to tide the patient over 
the danger point. As the food l» con- 
verted into chyle, now blood i» formed, 
the red corpuscles tire supplied rapidly 
from the normal tissues, and tbe saline 
solution Is thrown oft through the-se- 
cretions In the usual way. . 


Formerly transfusion of blood was 


the means employed, but this always 
objectionable method has been sup- 
planted. The greatest objection to the 
transfusion of blood from one person 
to another was that to supply the 
necessary 
amount 
to restore the 


wounded patient It was Inevitable that 
the volunteer should Ixi almost 'OS bad- 
ly drained, so tbat tbe pl^stctan would 
have two patients on bis aimds where 
he had one. Besides, there w&ijilways 
the risk of transfusing-disease\Q the 
patient with the other's :blood. t>ogs 
and sheep have been sacrificed to sut- 
ffery tor .this purpose, but most peop'ie 
prefer to use blood of their own manu- 
facture to any Imported from beasts or 
their fellow creatures.

A GREAT BASEBALL SERIES. 


How Bo»ton and Providence Battled 


the League In 1884. 


-Probably one of tbe grandest series 


of baseball games played by National 
league clubs was tbat between tbe 
Bostons nnd tbe Providence .Grays In 
1334, Tbe Bostons bad won tbe cbam- 
plonsblp of 1883, and It was tbe am 
bltion of Providence cranks, who lived 
only forty miles away from tbe Hub, 
to wrest tbe laurels away from tbe 
Bean Enters. Every game tbat was 
played between, tbe clubs was at- 
tended by immense crowds, and the 
excitement wns at wbite heat 


The first game of the series In 1881 


was one of sixteen Innings and result- 
ed In a tie, the score standing 1 to 1. 
Tbe pitchers were Charley Radbotirne 
and Jim Whitney, nnd 10,000 persons 
saw'the .battle. The next day Provi- 
dence won by a score of 2 to 1 in 
nine Innings, and Charley Sweeney 
struck out nineteen Boston batsmen. 
Ot tbe first eight games Boston woo 
"Bve and Providence three. When It 
came time to meet for the four final 
struggles tb& Providence" team hud 
won'every series from the other league 
clubs and wanted to win tbe series 
from the Bostons too. Badbourne ac- 
cordingly Was assigned to pitch in all 
four gomes on four successive days, 
lie wns In such magnificent form that 
In all of tbe games tbe .Bostons wer» 
beaten and scored the sum total of one 
run, 
One of the games lasted eleven 


Innings. It was played In Boston and 
was finally won by tbe Rhode Island- 
ers by a score of 1 to 0. Arthur Ir- 
wln, who was the shortstop for Provi- 
dence, drove a long fly toward the 
right field fence, nnd the ball went 
through a bole between tbe boards. It 
was n four bagger and decided tbe 
game. 


Badbourne'g wonderful pitching In 


those days will never be forgotten by 
those who saw him perform. He went 
Into tbe box game after game 'a 
pitched for nineteen consecutive con- 
tests. It wns his remarkable twirling 
that was Instrumental In helping Prov- 
idence to win the pennant that year. 
Sweeney Jumped tbe club In the mid- 
dle of the season, and Bod went 
along single banded. One feat tbat 
was the talk of the baseball world in 
!S83 was his pitching In an exhibition 
game at Trenton. The borne club 
would not allow Providence to play 
with tbe regulation league ball and in- 
sisted, upon substituting another of 
lighter Velgbt Badbonrne, ho/w«ver, 
accepted Xhe latter ball and proceeded 
to strike oV every man who came to 
the' bat until- one man had been re- 
tired in the slith Inning; Then a play. 
er foaled tbe ball, -which bad not been 
done before. The pitching dlitance

OLD BIRDS' NESTS. 


Many Feathered Cre.turei Ui< tho 


Same One« Year After Year. 


"That, common expression for worth 


lessness, 'It has no more value than 
a last year's bird's nest,'" said a bird 
fancier, "is often far from correct 
The majority of our birds do leave 
their nests after raising a brood, but 
many do not, and thoir nests are used. 
through a succession of years. I have 
known some birds to use their nests 
ten years , In succession, and so per- 
sistent are they that many times the 
female will return even after the nest 
has been robbed and the mate killed. 
Among these users of perennial nests 
are the *wrens, some of the swallow 
family, bluebirds, great crested fly- 
catchers, some of the owls, eag' 
chickadees ami-some woodpeckers. 


"They repair to the nest each year 


and often build It over. • A little wren 
has made its nest In a hole In a tree In 
my garden and has occupied it for tho 
last eight years. .Bach year It has plied 
on n»w shift till the hole Is almost fill- 
ed up. Some say that as soon as It be- 
comes crowded the birds Will c[ean It 
out 
I know of It bluebird's nest that 


•has beeiroccupied for several years. It 
is the same female year after year, for 
she has two bind; wing fen tilers ilud 
Is lame. 
"Birds that build in exposed situa- 


tions, like hangblrds, always build 
anew each season, and some others 
build anew fo«' every brood. Some nev- 
er build. They either lay In the nests 
of other btrils or iu the sand. .The 
eagle and the owl make a»framework 
of sticks o,nd slight repairs are needed. 
Many bjids1 nests that you find have 
".never, been used. For -Instance, tin 
marsh wren builds several with-the 
idea that In the case of disturbance 
the male will attract attention to the 
nests other than that In. which the fe- 
male ls_brooding and so shield her from 
enemies."
